AT GOLF CLUBS 


55 Autoloads Turned 


Away at Glen View. 


Two fisted “‘bouncers” have been 
stationed at the doors of at least one 
north shore golf club, if not at sev- 
eral, with instructions to deal heavily 
with uninvited persons who would 
“butt in” on their dancing parties and 
other exclusive affairs. All the north 
shore clubs recently have been unusu- 
ally on the alert for uninvited 
guests.” 

At the last dancing party of the 
Glenview Golf club, fifty-five auto- 
mobile loads of “butinskis” were 
turned away and told to seek their 
terpsichorean recreation elsewhere. 
When they drove up to the door and 
parked their cars alongside, they 


found, instead of the open door of wel- | 


come, the two husky “ bouncers,” who 
extended their hands and with soft 
voices and hard eyes demanded: 
“Your membership card, please.” 
“Using Club as Road House.” 


And if the little pasteboard pass or 


a bona fide invitation from a member) 


was not forthcoming, the interlopers 
were quite politely and gently, but 
quite as firmly and plainly told they 
were persona non grata. 

It was a blow, sudden and unex: 
pected, it is said, and in most cases 
their chargrin was acute and dis- 
tressing—— 

“ But it had to be done,” said Henry 
Russell Platt, president of the club. 
“These folks were using the club for 
a road house. They would simply 
drive up with all the assurance in 
the world, park their cars, and come 
in and partake of all the privileges 
of the club, exactly as if they were 
members. It got so they were crowd- 
ing the regular members out.” 


’ All Must Show Cards. 

Most of the interlopers have been 
young men and women from the other 
north shore towns. It is said in most 
cases. they were acquaintances of 
members of the club and their am- 
bition to join the club members in 
their dancing and festivities has been 
their only invitation. 

“Everybody who comes to the club 
from now on must show his member- 
ship card or invitation,” continued Mr. 
Platt. “Of course, it will be annoying 
to our regular members to have to do 
this, but it will have to be done, as our 
‘bouncers’ are new here and do not 
immediately recognize the members as 
an old employé would.” 


Other Clubs. 

All of the north shore ciubs, includ- 
ing the Indian Hill, North Shore, the 
Evanston Golf and Country clubs, 
Kenilworth, , Wilmette Country club, 
and other clubs, are said to have had 
occasional] trouble with interlopers. 

“Most of the clubs have a careful 
system to prevent these uninvited per- 
sons from usurping their privileges,” 
said C. E. Hesson, manager of the 
Evanston Golf club. “ We have a par- 
ticularly careful system of registra- 
tion for members and their guests, 
etc., and all the members from the 
president down must live up to the 
rules. In addition, we have two big 
fellows watching at every door. 


Some Trouble at Exmoor. 

“In spite of all this, however, they 
occasionally try to sneak in. Just last 
night our men had to grab one young 
fellow by the coat tails and throw him 
off the grounds.” 

“We have had some trouble of this 
sort,” said Mrs. C. G. Mackin, manager 
of the Exmoor Country club, “ but we 
have recently been careful to keep it 
down. We have watchers at the doors 
and a good registration system; and 
have made a new rule that children of 
members may no longer issue guest 
cards to their friends. The guest cards 


must now be signed by actual members. | 


“ Also, unless they are well known, 
everybody who comes to the club must 
show his membership card.”

SHOT DOWN 


Assassins Discard 
Pistols and Flee. 


The guns of the Nineteenth ward 
killers roared again yesterday. 

Joseph Sinacola, 45 years old, a for- 
mer friend of Anthony D’Andrea, the 
victim, is dead. He was killed in front 
of his home at 725 South Loomis street 
by two unidentified assassins, who fted. 
It was thé second attempt by the 
mysterious gunmen to kill Sinacola. 
On July 6 a man shot the politician 
as he stood in front of his home. For 
a week it was thought he would die, 
then he began a slow recovery. He 
was discharged from the hospital two 
weeks ago. 

Josephine Sinacola, the 13 year old 
daughter of the dead man, saw him 
killed. It was the second time the 
Italian girl has watched strange men 


run up to her father, fire shots at him 
and flee. 


Is Feud’s Thirteenth Victim. 
Sinacola is the thirteenth victim of 
the political feud in the Italian ward. 
The warfare commenced on March 8, 
when Paul A. Labriola and Harry Ray- 


John Powers, were killed. Since that 
day the vengeance of both factions 
broken out time and again, leaving a 
trail of blood and death in the wake 
of each shooting. 

Sinacola was sitting in a oan 
chair on the sidewalk in front of his 
home shortly before 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning. 

Beside his chair played Josephine 
and her 6 year old brother, Benny. 
They were dressed in their Sunday 
clothes, having just returned with 
their father from church. The street 
was not crowded. Several children 
played on the sidewalk. Across the 
corner several young Italians were 
standing in front of a poolroom. 


A Neighborhood of Death. 

Directly across the street from the 
Sinacola family live the widow and rel- 
atives of Joseph Laspesa, D’Andrea’s 
former bodyguard, who was killed 
on June 26. Laspesa was Sinacola’s 
closest friend, and since the man’s 
death Sinacola had been a protector 
and a provider for his friend’s chil- 
dren and widow. 

Down Loomis street two men, wear- 
ing brown suits and brown hats, stood 
and gazed at Sinacola. Then they 
started toward him. Their right hands 
were in the pockets of their coats as 
they marched on their unsuspecting 
victim. 

Beat Victim “to the Draw.” 

They approached within ten feet of 
Sinacola before he discovered them. 

Then he leaped from his chair, hurled 
little Benny to the sidewalk, and 
reached for his revolver. As he drew 
it two shots were fired by the assas- 
sins. He dropped his gun and turned 
up the sidewalk to rin. Another fusil- 
lade was fired and Sinacola féll fifteen 
feet from where he had been sitting. 
His body was riddled with bullets. 

Other bullets had crashed through 
windows and against the walls of the 
little areaway. 

The assassins threw away their 
weapons and dashed across the street 
and then west on Spruce street. Turn- 
ing into the alley, they were lost to the 
sight of witnesses. 

Child Gives Alarm. 

Josephine had not screamed. She 
uttered no cry until she saw the mur- 
derers making their escape. Then her 
brown, slender arm pointed to them, 
and she shouted something in Italian. 
Then she hurried to her father’s side. 

From the basement flat where the 
family lived came Mrs. Catforine Sin- 
acola and her children. The woman 
was kneeling begide her husband's 
body screaming when the police ar- 
rived. Around her were Frank, 15; 
Josephine, 13; Meyer, 10; Benny, 5, and 
Joseph, 1 year old. 

Policemen C. J. Burns, William Gal- 
lagher, Joseph Rebeck «4 C. Seibert 
arrived from the Maxwell street sta- 
tion within a few minutes. The crowd 
of silent Italians that always assemble 
around such scenes had not yet col- 
lected. The policemen picked up the 
only two clews they have—the two 
revolvers owned by the murderers 
and the one owned by Sinacoia. 

The description the police have of 
the murderers of yesterday could be 
written with a rubber stamp—No. Il, 
medium height, stocky build, dark 
skinned, weighing 180 pounds, wearing 
brown and hat.

Dublin 
Peace Terms 


Don’t Satisfy 


DUBLIN, Aug. 14.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—The correspondence be- 
tween David Lloyd George and Eamon 
de Valera was published in Dublin to- 
day. In high Sinn Fein quarters the 
opinion was expressed that unless 
something unforeseen happens there 
will be a breakdown in the negotia- 
tions, which it had been hoped would 
bring peace to Ireland, and that in 
such a contingency the truce now ex- 
isting would terminate and renewed 
warfare would speedily follow. 

The Dail Eireann cabinet already 
has drawn up its reply to Mr. Lloyd 
George’s last letter to Mr. de Valera. 
This will be submitted to the Dail 
Eireann Tuesday. It is reported that 
it will constitute a restatement of De 
Valera’s previous demand for the com- 
plete separation of Ireland from the 
empire. 

The text of the documents differ 
widely from what the public had been 
misled by the forecasts of the terms to 
expect. It had generally been supposed 
from De Valera’s willingness to submit 
the government’s proposals to his cab- 
inet, that he was ready for a compro- 
mise. His letter, however, is considered 
asa restatement in the fullest form of 
Ireland’s demand of the right of self- 
determination and a complete denial 
of any claim on the part of Ulster, to 
a separate bargain with Great Britain. 

The nearest approach De Valera 
makes to any acceptance to any place 
within the British empire is the sug- 
gestion that Ireland might be willing 
to ‘join the British commonwealth 


‘\ group, but would only make this con- 


cession in order to secure Ulster’s al- 
legiance. 


1 SHOT, 4 STABBED

LLOYD GEORGE 


FREEDOM OFFER 


Shows Textof All 
Communications.

LONDON, Aug. 14.—Prime Minister 
Lloyd George this afternoon made pub- 
lic the entire correspondence between 
himself and Eamon de Valera, head 
of the Irish Republicans, including his 
formal offer, De Valera’s reply, which 
gave rise to last week's crisis, and 
the British cabinet’s reply to De 
Valera, dispatched yesterday: 

Lloyd George’s original offer was 
even more generous than any guesses 
published, and he will’ have difficulty, 
undoubtedly, in persuading the union- 
ists of the coalition to refrain from bit- 
ter criticism when parliament meets 
tomorrow. He offers to Ireland the 
fullest dominion status, with comple 
control over all functions. of go 
ment, evén including an Irish army. 

The offer is subject only to condi- 
tions of free trade between the two 
countries and complete control of the: 
seas around the islands by the Brit- 
ish navy. 

De Valera's reply was,an argumenta- 
tive rejection, insisting on doctrinaire 
independence, but leaving the door 
open for further negotiations. The 
cabinet’s reply reiterates its refusal 
of separation, but invites further par- 
ley. ‘Phe situation is now up to ‘the 
Dail Eireann, which meets in Dublin

Text of Government's Offer. 

The correspondence which follows is 
the proposal made by the British gov- 
ernment on the 20th of July: 

“The British government is actuated 
by an earnest desire to end the un- 
happy divisions between Great Britain 
and Ireland, which have produced se 
many conflicts in the past and which 
have once more shattered the peace 
and wellbeing of Ireland at the pres- 
ent time. 

“They long, with his majesty the 
king, as expressed in the words of 
his gracious speech in Ireland last 
month, for a satisfactory. solution of 
those agelong Irish problems which for 
generations have embarrassed . our 
forefathers as they’ now weigh heavily 
upon us, and they wish to do their ut- 
most to secure that. Every man o° 
Irish birth, whatever be his creed and 
wherever bé his home, should work in 
loyal codperation with the free com- 
munities on which the naman empire 
is based. 

“ They ‘are cenvinced that the Irish 
people may find as worthy and as com- 
plete an expression of their politica! 
and spiritual ideals within the empire 
as any of the numerous varied na- 
tions united in allegiance to his majes- 
ty’s throne, and they desire such con. 
summation not only for the welfare 
of Great Britain-Ireland empire as a 
whole, but also for the cause of peoce 
and harmony throughout the world. 


World’s Eyes on Meeting. 

“There is no part of the world 
where Irishmen have made their home 
but what suffers from our ancient 
feuds, no part of it but looks to this 
meeting between British government 
and Irish leaders to resolve these feuds 
in a new understanding of honorable 
satisfaction to all peoples involved,

tion to the diplomatic service. 
Spurned Coalition Offer. 


Back of the decision for the presenta- 
tion of his name for consideration for 
honors abroad is some local political 
history not so remotely connected with 
the Small case—the indictment of Gov.

STEAMSHIP LINE 


Colby Retorts. 


New York, Aug. 14-——The United 
States shipping board recently seized 
nine passenger liners chartered by the 
United States Mail Steamship com- 
pany because the board “knew that 
the company was insolvent.” 

This was an assertion made in a 
statement issued tonight by A. D. 
Lasker, chairman of the board. The 
statement, he said, would be filed in 
the courts tomorrow, in answer to pro- 
ceedings which have been brought by 
the steamship company to regain pos- 
session of the vessels. 

“Such insolvency,” the statement 
continued, “threatened to pile up 
against the ships further large charges, 
besides those already contracted, which

The charge brought a sharp retort 

from Bainbridge Colby of counsel for 
the company.

“I will 
say there what I have to say and it 
will throw some light pn the attitude 
of the present shipping board towards 
our merchant marine.

I 
cannot believe that his course has

In the alliance 
Great Britair throws her moral and possibly her 
physical factors towards Japan. Tpat is her priv- 
flege, but in case it is done the United States must 
consult its own interests unbound by agreements 
which are not accepted elsewhere as they would be 
here.

Remember that a skin perpet- 
ually soaked in sweat is bad enough, but 
when in addition it is covered by a wet 
dressing consisting of an undershirt 
soaked in sweat, trouble awaits. 


Tt is not a good idea to do a whole let 
of bathing. Remember that the scarf 
skin is already stripped down almost to 
the quick and bathing takes more off. 
Some use a bran bath instead of a soap 
bath and some clean with cold cream. 
When the prickly heat has started some 
bathe the surrounding skin lightly with 
dilute solution of aluminum acetate or 
dilute vinegar water or dilute soda wa- 
ter.

F. H. P. writes: “ It would be inter- 
esting to know what a subnormal tem- 
perature signifies, say one of 97.2-97.3, 
and 92.4 upon awaking in the morning. 
Does it mean anything when it goes as 
high as 98.4 or 98.5 in the middle of the 
day? What effect has eating, walking 
or exercise of any sort, or work, on the 
temperature? Under what conditions of 
temperature must one be suspicious of 
tuberculosis? " 


REPLY 

Theoretically the atttomatic heat regulat- 
ing apparatus holds the temperature of the 
closed mouth always at exactly 98.5. Prac- 
tically this is not always true. Assuming’ 
that the temperature always is accurately 
taken, there still is some normal variotion. 
Some people normally have a temperature 
a little below and some a little above 98.5. 
People with low blood pressure are likely 
to have temperatures that are & little low. 
In hot weather the temperature is likely to 
go up a little. The temperature of early 
tuberculosis generally is 97.5 to 98 in the 
morning and 99 to 100 in. the afternoon. 
Different infections affect the temperature 
differently. For instance, in diphtheria the 
temperature is lower than the pulse would 
indicate. In typhoid fever it is higher. In 
tuberculosis the increase in pulse is dispro- 
portionate to the increase in temperature. 
In low grade pus infections of, eay, the 
gal! bladder pelvic organs, the tempera- 
ture generally is lower than the pathology 
would cause one to suspect. Exercise, like 
hot weather, may send the temperature up a 
ttle.

It may be pos- 
sible for the teacher of the speech classes 
in the public schools to cure him. It may be 
possible for some of the speech clinics to cure 
him.

“ White race?” he thundered. ‘f Beau- 
tiful white race? Where do you get 
that stuff? Who told you that God 
has chosen the white race? Ain't he 
just God? Didn't he make the 
Negro and the Chinaman as well as 


the whites? What about us—what 
| about the Indians? We know all about 
the white race and its virtues. I'll 
tell the world we know!”

During the tumult the green, yellow, 
gold, orange, and black standard of 
the mahatma, decorated with one 
white feather, was the scene of a 
swirling conflict between two squad- 
rons of raiding soapboxers, each seek- 
ing to confer it upon the other.
